Preparing Troes for Planting.

Dr. Gen, Thulier gives the following valu-
aliln advice on tree planting ln the dm. Ag-
rioufturast :

Kiurnerymen, whils they sonstimes de-
prive m ireo of & large ahare ol its rools by
harried and earclens digging, wsally send
the purchaser the full quantity of branchies.
The inexpatrienced tree plunter judges of
the quility ol & nursery trea by the sigs of
the tap.  When he is told that at least one-
hall ot the lop should be eut away befors
the tree ts plunted, he thinks he knows bel-
ter, nud pets out the trees jost as they cotne
from the nursery. The many poor, skrug-
gling orchards all over the country bLear
wilneas to the general neglect of the proper
preparatinn of the trees before planting. A
nowiece hins o grest reloctance 1o use & knife
oh his trees. It seeine n gresl wasts o cul
‘o any part of the troes that he hns bonght,
though hie given hardly & thought (o the
ronts he bas paid for, and which are left in
thie #oil of the nursery.
